Conservatives lead 
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in Hungary election

BUDAPEST, Hungary — A con- 
servative party and a center-left rival 
emerged Monday as the front-run- 
ners in Hungary’s first democratic 
parliamentary elections in 43 years. 

The Socialist party, which ruled as 
the Communist Party until it changed 
its name last year, initiated the dra- 
matic reforms that led to Sunday’s 
balloting, but got little credit from 
voters. It trailed in fourth place. 

As election results trickled in Mon- 
day, the conservative Hungarian 
Democratic Forum had an edge over 
the center-left League of Free 
Democrats. 

But neither garnered anything 
close to the absolute majority needed 
for decisive victory, making a coali- 
tion government likely after runoff 
elections are held next month. 

Election officials said only five of 
the 394 parliamentary seats had been 
decided by Monday, ‘and three were 
Hungarian Democratic Forum win- 
ners. 

More than 70 percent of Hungary’s

With 3,608,000 — 69 percent — of 
the votes counted late Monday, the 
conservative Hungarian Democratic 
Forum led with 24.22 percent and the 
center-left League of Free 
Democrats was second with 20.84 
percent, state radio said. 

The Independent Smallholders, a 


revived pre-World War II party pop- 
ular in rural areas, had 12.62 percent, 
the Socialists 10.54 percent. 

The radical liberal League of 
Young Democrats secured 8.57 per- 
cent, and the Christian Democratic 
People’s Party 6.48 percent. 

The rest of the 29 parties that 
fielded candidates appeared to fall 
short of winning 4 percent of the vote 
nationwide. Therefore, they would 
not be entitled to any Parliament 
seats. 

Up to 14 candidates competed in 
most races, and the vote was so split 
that many seats will have to be con- 
tested again, election officials said. 

In the second round of voting, a 
simple majority will suffice, provided 
25 percent of eligible voters turn out. 

The Democratic Forum and the 
Free Democrats have said they do not 
want to govern together, so the 
Smallholders may be the key to form- 
ing a coalition. 

Smallholder leader Vince Voeroes 
said Monday his party is ideologically 
closer to the Forum which is based on 
traditional Christian values and in the 
prewar populism of rural Hungary. 

But he said no decision had been 
made on whether to ally with the Fo- 
rum. 

Democratic Forum chairman 
Joszef Antall said Voeroes’ party 
would be his first choice as a coalition 
partner, and like the _ Free 
Democrats, dismissed any idea of 
working with the Socialists.

Daniel Day-Lewis was named best 
actor for his-role as an artist battling 
cerebral palsy in “My Left Foot.” 

Oliver Stone was honored as best 
director for “Born on the Fourth of 
July,” the story of a Vietnam soldier’s 
transformation from bitter paraplegic 
to anti-war activist.

The slender, white-haired 
actress received a standing ovation 
from the crowd that packed the 
Dorothy Chandler Pavilion of the Los

Negotiators disagree 
after Lithuanian talks

VILNIUS, U.S.S.R. — Soviet 
troops occupied another Communist 
Party building in Lithuania and an 
army helicopter on Monday dropped 
leaflets in the republic’s capital, 
calling for an anti-secession demon- 
stration, reports said. 

Lithuanian leaders began talks 
with the Soviet army about their 
standoff with Moscow since declaring 
independence two weeks ago. They 
disagreed over whether the meeting 
reduced tension. 

Sen. Edward Kennedy said in 
Moscow that President Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev reiterated his pledge not 
to use force except to save lives in the 
Baltic republic, which declared inde- 
pendence March 11. 

Lithuanian Deputy Premier Ro- 
mualdas Ozolas, one of two officials 
who met two Soviet military officers 
Monday, told reporters: “After com- 
ing out of this meeting, I can say the 
mood has changed.” 

But Lithuanian President Vytau- 
tas Landsbergis was more skeptical 
after the talks. He said he had not 
received clear assurances that no 
more buildings would be occupied and 
that the talks would mainly function 


“to avoid conflict between the mili- 
tary and citizens.” 
Paratroopers appeared in Vilnius 


- on Sunday at the Higher Party School 
_and the Institute of Marxism-Lenin- 


ism. Lithuanian officials said there 
also were soldiers at the Vilnius Com- 
munist Party headquarters. 

Ozolas said that during the talks, 
the army said it occupied the build- 
ings at the request of Lithuanian 
Communists who remain loyal to 
Moscow. The majority of the party 
split with Moscow in December to 
found an independent Communist 
Party. 

Reports in Vilnius on Monday night 

said paratroopers had occupied an- 
other building, the Communist Party 
committee’s headquarters in the port 
of Klaipeda, 200 miles northwest of 


Vilnius.

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Court to review fetal protection law 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court Monday said it will study the 
power of employers to exclude females of child-bearing age from hazardous 
jobs, a case that could affect millions of working women. 

The court agreed to review a ruling that let a Milwaukee-based manufac- 
turer of automobile batteries ban women who cannot prove they are infertile 
from jobs that expose them to lead. 

The fetal protection policy is being challenged as a form of illegal sex 
discrimination because it bans women from high-paying, if hazardous, jobs. 

Exposure to lead, the principal material used in making batteries, can be a 
health risk to workers and to the fetuses of pregnant workers. 

But one judge, who dissented from an appeals court decision last year that 
upheld the fetal protection policy, said the ruling also could be applied to a 
broad range of employment, including “traditional office jobs.” 

The high court’s decision is expected sometime in 1991. 

In other action, the court: 

—Agreed to decide in an Oklahoma City case whether some school districts 
may abandon forced busing after achieving racial balance. 

—Voted to study an appeal from Nebraska challenging the authority of 
states to house convicted murderers on “death rows” and keep them apart 
from other inmates. 


Honecker treason charge is withdrawn 


EAST BERLIN — Prosecutors said Monday there were no legal grounds 
for charging Erich Honecker with high treason, but the deposed Communist 
leader still was under investigation for corruption and abuse of power. 

Efforts to form a new governing coalition continued to be disrupted Monday 
by allegations that leading politicians had links to the former Communist 
secret police. 

The office of chief prosecutor Hans-Juergen Joseph said two members of 
Honecker’s Politburo — state security chief Erich Mielke and Guenther Mit- 
tag, the economics minister — also would escape treason charges but, like 
Honecker, were suspected of misusing their power. 

Honecker and Mittag, 64, are accused of embezzling state funds to build 
vacation homes and to provide other personal comforts. A range of accusations 
against Mielke, 84, stem from his control of the formerly all-powerful state 
security apparatus. 

Indictments are not expected before May or June, Joseph said. 


Utah High Court rejects Rocco appeal 


SALT LAKE CITY —The Utah Supreme Court has rejected the appeal of 
convicted killer Joseph P. Rocco, sentenced to life in prison for his part in a 
1983 robbery and arson death. 

Rocco was convicted of first-degree murder in the Feb. 1, 1983, slaying of 
David Stewart. Rocco was given life in prison, while his co-defendant, David 
Hansen, received a five-years-to-life term for second-degree murder. 

Prosecutors said that after the two burglarized Stewart’s Riverdale house, 
they bound him with electrical wire, set the home on fire and left him to die. 

Later that same night, Roceo and Hansen broke into another home, bound 
Neil Shock with electrical cord, set his house afire and fled in Shock’s car. 

However, Shock escaped and summoned authorities. 

Inits unanimous decision, the high court rejected arguments by Rocco’s Salt 
Lake attorney, Martin Gravis, that his client’s trial was beset by critical 
errors. 

Gravis contended that photographs of Stewart’s charred remains should not 
have been admitted as evidence in the trial.

to reduce PM10 emissions;

- The Utah Transit Authority is look- 
ing at natural gas as an alternative 
fuel for its buses. The move is 
prompted by stricter Environmental 
Protection Agency emission stan- 
dards, a UTA spokesman said. 

Craig Rasmussen said the EPA will 
be requiring all transit buses manu- 
factured after 1991 to reduce particu- 
late emissions (PM10) by 10 percent. 

Diesel-powered buses available on 
today’s market will not be able to 
meet the new standard, he said. 

Rasmussen said most buses are 
manufactured by the same companies 
that make heavy trucks. However, 
the trucking industry does not have to 
meet stricter regulations until 1994, 
Rasmussen said. Therefore, UTA 
would not be able to buy replacement 
buses until the manufacturers have to 
meet the regulations in 1994, he said. 

Rasmussen said replacement buses 
will need to be modified to lower emis- 
sion levels. If cost-effective, work- 
able, alternative fuel buses are not 
available for expansion purchases be- 
fore the new standards come into ef- 
fect, UTA will be caught with no re- 
placement buses, Rasmussen said. 

UTA, the Utah Energy Office and 
Mountain Fuel have combined re- 
sources to buy five natural gas pow- 
ered buses, said Linda Neilson, public 
at officer of the Utah Energy Of- 

ice. 

Rasmussen said each bus will cost 
about $240,000 for a total of about 
$1.2 million for the whole project. He 
said Mountain Fuel will pay 12.5 per- 
cent, UTEO 12.5 percent and UTA 75 
percent of the project. 

The UTA’s percentage will come 
from a grant provided by the Federal 
Urban Mass Transit Association, 
Rasmussen said. Neilson said the 
UTEO funds will not come from 
money raised from taxes. 

Larry L. St. Clair, BYU professor 
of botany and range sciences, said 
that when burned, natural gas pro- 
duces fewer pollutants than other fos- 
sil fuels. He said burning diesel and 
coal is the cause of PM10 pollution. In 
a conventional automobile engine, 
natural gas lowers carbon monoxide 
production by as much as 99 percent, 
he said, with hydrocarbons reduced 
by two-thirds and nitrogen oxides by 
athird. 

Susan Glasmann, Mountain Fuel 
spokesperson, said Mountain Fuel is 
also involved in modifying cars for

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Doctor says ‘perfect tan’ a cancer risk, 
exposure to sun needs to be gradual

Nearly 28,000 Americans will contract skin can- 
cer this year, according to the American Cancer 
Association. Even so, countless people will line 
beaches and pools this summer to work on the“per- 
fect tan.” 

A spokesman for the American Cancer Society 
said the ACS estimates 6,300 people will die this 
year because of skin cancer, although early detec- 
tion and treatment would save almost all of those 
lives. 

Dr. Mark Donaldson, a dermatologist at Orem 
Community Hospital, said there are three types of 
skin cancer. The most common, and least deadly, is 
basal cell carcinoma. Patients with this type of 
cancer rarely die, unless the cancer is near the eye 
or in the ear canal and is left untreated. 

He said squamous cell carcinoma is the second 
most common type, but can penetrate downward 
through the skin. As with the basal cell cancer, 


squamous cell can be easily treated if caught early 
in its progress. However, if. the cancer is on the 
lower lip, the danger of death is increased. 

The most dangerous type of skin cancer is 
melanoma. Almost 40 percent of melanomas de- 
velop in already existing moles. Most melanomas, 
however, occur when pigment cells become malig- 
nant and grow quickly, Donaldson said. 


Because doctors believe many skin cancers de- - 


velop as the result of sunburns sustained in child- 
hood, Donaldson said children should wear suns- 
creen when outside. 

He also said he discourages tanning. “But if 
someone is determined to get'a tan, they should do 
it gradually instead of getting one or two bad burns 
at the beginning of the summer.” 

The American Academy of Dermatologists con- 
ducted what Donaldson called an “inconclusive 
study” on the safety of tanning machines. The 
study determined that “there is no such thing as a 
safe tan,” and recommended against the machines’ 
use. 


The ACS suggests adults examine’ themselves 
for signs of skin cancer at least once a month. 

The ACS uses the “ABCD” rule for checking 
possibly cancerous moles or skin patches. If the 
mole is Asymmetrically shaped, if its Border is 
irregularly shaped, if its Color changes or if its 
Diameter or elevation increases, the mole should 
be checked by a doctor. 

Donaldson said people should also watch for 
moles and patches of skin which bleed for no reason 
or are red for a prolonged period of time. 

He said although he wishes people would take 


better care of their skin, he doesn’t see a trend’ 


toward pale skin. But people aren’t as obsessed 
with having extremely dark skin as they were 
several years ago. “People are happier with less of 
a tan. They don’t feel the need to be bronze any- 
more,” Donaldson said. 

Younger people still feel they have to have dark 
skin, though, he said. 

Donaldson said he’d like to write a book and call 
it “Lily White, Like Me.”
